C/a/m Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found In a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 22, 23, 25, 26. 28, 30-32, 34. and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being very clearly anticipated by Trask as stated in the Office action dated October 

3. 2006, paragraph 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deem Co., 383 U.S. 1 ,148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for detennining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Detemnining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences t>etween the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobvtousness. 
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5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation- 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 24 and 33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable oyer 
Trask in view of Ur as stated In the Office action dated October 3, 2006, paragraph 6. 

7. Claims 27. 29, and 36 rejected under 35 D.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable . 
over Traak in view of Calvert as stated in the Office action dated October 3, 2006. 
paragraph 7. 
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RBsponse to Arguments 

8. Applicants argunients filed January 3, 2O07 have been fully considered but they 

are not persuasive. 

Antidpatory reference need not duplicate, word for word, what is in claims; 
anticipation can occur when claimed limitation is Inhersnt" or othenvise implicit 
in relevant reference (Standard Havens Products lnconx)rated v, Gencor 
Industries Incorporated, 21 USPQ2d 1321) . During examination before the 
Patent and Trademark Office, claims must be given their broadest reasonable 
interpretation and limitations from the specification may not be imputed to the 
claims (Ex parte Akamatsu . 22 USPQ2d, 1918; In re Zletz . 13 USPQ2d 1320. in 
re Priest . 199 USPQ 11). In response to Appltcanfs argument, the taw of 
anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the invention described 
or taught and the invention claimed. It does not require that the reference 
7edc/i" what the subject patent teaches. Assuming that a reference is property 
"prior art, " it is only necessary that the claims under consideration "reac/ or)" 
something disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the claim are found in 
the reference, or ''fully met" by it. It was held in In re Donohue . 226 USPQ 619, 
that, 7( is well settled that prior art under 35 USC §102(b)must sufficiently 
describe the claimed invention to have placed the public in possession of 
it...Such possession is effected if one of ordinary sidll in the art could have 
combine the description of the invention with his own knowledge to make the 
claimed invention. " Clear inference to the artisan must be considered, In re 
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Preda . 159 USPQ 342. A prior art reference must be considered together with 
the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the pertinent art, In re Samour . 197 
USPQ 1. During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the 
broadesi reasonable interpretaltion consistent with the specification. ' Claim term 
is not limited to single embodiment discbsed in specification, since number of 
embodiments disctosed does not detennlne meaning of the claim term, and 
applicant cannot overcome "heavy presumption" V\aH term takes on its ordinary 
meaning simply by pointing to prefenred embodiment (Teleflex Inc. v. Ficosa 
North America Corp., CA FC, 6/21/0?. 63 USPQ2d 1374). Applicant always has 
the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution and broad interpretation 
by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued. Will be 
interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater. 415 F.2d 1393. 1404-05. 
162 USPQ 541. 550-51 (CCPA1969). 'Arguments that the alleged enticipatoiy 
prior art is nonanalogous art' or toac/ies away from Ote invention' or is not 
recognized as soMrtg the problem solved by the claimed invention, [are] not 
germane' to a raJacUon under section f 02. "Twin Disc, Inc. v. United States. 231 
USPQ 417. 424 (CI. Ct. 1986) (quoting In re Self, 671 F.2d 1344. 213 USPQ 1, 7 
(CCPA 1982)). A reference is no less anttetpatory if, after disclosing the 
invention, the reference then disparages it. The question whether a reference 
teaches aivay" from the invention is inapplicable to an anticipation analysis. 
Celerites Technologies Ltd. v. Rockwell Intemationai Corp., ISO F.3d 1354, 
1361. 47 USPQ2d 1516, 1522-23 (Fed. Cir.1998). 
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The claims are in aKemative form, hence Trask disclose at least one type 
identifiers and at least one LSC. If applicants daim their invention so broadly, it 
should not come as a surprise that the examiner examines the claims just as 
broadly.
